Society ,this home-town medical 
care already is available in many i 
scattered sections of the state and I 
is expected to be in full statewide 
operation within a few weeks. Full 
scale operation 
of the 
program 


is being held up only by the tedi- 
ous clerical taslt of classifying — 
according to specialties and loca- 
tion — the 
doctors who will be 


eligible to offer this- treatment, the 
VA reported.

Meanwhile, the council resumed 
its hearing of British charges that 
Alabania has committed a "crime 
against humanity" by mining the 
Corfu channel where two British 
destroyers were damaged with a 
loss of 44 British seamen killed and 
42 wounded last Oct. 22.

Little Rock, Feb. 19 —(/P)—A pro- 
gram under which disabled veter- 
ans living in areas where io regu- 
lar Veterans Administration medi- 
cal staff is available may receive 
examinations and treatment from 
private physicians of their choice is 
being put into effect throughout Ar- 
kansas.

care already is available in many i 
scattered sections of the state and I 
is expected to be in full statewide 
operation within a few weeks.

Lake Success, N. Y., Feb. 19 — 


(IP)— Russia set out today to take 
;he teeth out of the American plan 
for international control of atom- 
ic energy. 
Before the members of the U. N. 
Security Council was a series of 
Soviet proposals- which, if adopt- 
ed, would establish 
a 
separate 
world convention to outlaw atomic 
weapons and permit the use of the 
veto on punishment ofviolators of 
control regulations. 
Meanwhile, the council resumed 
its hearing of British charges that 
Alabania has committed a "crime 
against humanity" by mining the 
Corfu channel where two British 
destroyers were damaged with a 
loss of 44 British seamen killed and 
42 wounded last Oct. 22. 
For the first time, council mem- 


oers were confronted with Russian 
proposals on atomic energy con- 
trol. The

declined 
to 
make proposals in the Atomic En- 
ergy Commission, whose report is 
now before the council for discus- 
sion and approval.

Postmaster General Joseph J. Law- 
ler, in responding to a committee 
request for data on how "to wipe 
out thp postal deficit."

Postoffice Department has recom- 
mended to Congress that it be al- 
lowed to retain the three-cent ralo 
on first class mail, :for both local 
and out-of-town 
delivery, 
after 


June 30.

Under existing law, the first class 
rate will revert on-that date to the 
pre-war two-cent rate. 
The recommendation was given 


to the House Civil Service Commit- 
tee yesterday by Third 
Assistant 


Postmaster General Joseph J. Law- 
ler, in responding to a committee 
request for data on how "to wipe 
out thp postal deficit."

Lawler told the committee that if 
the tnree-cent rate is 
kept, 
the 
prospective deficit in the new fis- 
cal year would be about $300,000,- 
000. If the local firsl class rate goes 
back to two cents, the deficit would 
be around $352,000,000, he 
said, 


and if both local and non-local first 
calss reverted to two cents, the de- 
ficit would be approximately $487,-
